A quota os 
wheat m ay be proclaimed only 
when the total supply exceeds x 
normal year's domestic consump­ 
tion and exports by more than 
35 per cent. With exports practi­ 
cally shut off by military block­ 
ade. Johnston reports that therr 
will be almost 2 bushels of whm: 
on hand for every 1 which is like­ 
ly to be consumed this year it 
the United States. 
In view of this supply, market­ 
ing quotas are necessary to pro­ 
tect the income of all wheat farm­ 
ers. In the last two years, th« 
wheat program,

loan, has held the United Slat»» 
wheat price 30 to 40 cents abov* 
the world price. However, on Ui* 
face of the large supply in pro*- 
pect for the coming year, the loan 
needs the added protection of th* 
marketing quota. Because loam, 
on an uncontrolled surplus would 
involve too much risk, they arr 
prohibited by law when a wheai 
marketing quota is voted down.
